Gilles Michon was the gentleman's 
name, He is 23-years-old and_has 
studied agriculture in the: Ecole 
National d’ Agriculture, at Grignon, 
France, for 3 years, graduating with 
the degree of “Ingenieur Agricole” 
which may be translated into “Ag- 
ricultural Engineer,” probably the 
equivalent of a degree of B6 in Ag- 
riculture. 

Gilles comes from Selins par Au- 
nay, en Bazois, Nievre, France, 
where his.father has a farm. Dur- 
ing the war, the Germans killed 
nearly all the cattle on the farm. 
Gilles was put into the “food gather- 
ing organization” (your editor did 
not ask whether for the Germans, 
or for the Resistance). 

He is one of 47 French youths 
who are studying American’ Agri- 
culture under the auspices of the 
government of the United States. 
He has been living om a farm in 
Framingham since the 27th of April, 
and will soon be shifted to another 
part of the country to observe 
methods there.

Meanwhile, their own telephones are out of touch 
with them, and it could be that a serious accident would choose 
just that minute to happen.

The foregoing thoughts bring up a subject about which 
everyone has definite opinions, but, perhaps, very little know- 
ledge. That is the practice of calling a doctor, on “emergency.” 

Wilmington has four practicing physicians. It should be |) 
that one of these are always available for ay emergency, and 
yet we hear stories that at “such and such a time” no doctor 
was available, and “the man died because no doctor was 
handy.” 

It is too bad we have to hear things like that. There is'an 
awful lot to be said about it, more than can be said in a few 
brief paragraphs. 

Are all the emergency calls really so? We have heard 
some very candid stories that indicate that the majority of 

‘the “emergency calls” are compounded of ignorance and in- 
ability to pay. Not that any doctor would let either of these 
prevent him from fulfilling his hippocratic. 

What does an emergency call do? If made to all four 
of our doctors, as sometimes happens, it ties all four of them 
up, and causes. them to lose time which might well be put to 
better use, treating other patients, for instance. 

What can we do? We can use our head and the common- 
sense that God gave us. Take your patient to the doctor if 
possible, and, above all, don't call every doctor for miles a- 
round. Be fair! 

What can the doctors do? That is another story. Your 
editor would guess that maybe some of our physicians are a 
little careless about keeping the telephone constantly guarded. 
We can undersfarid why, but, if the physicians of Wilmington 
could get together, (maybe) and work out some sort of sched- 
ule, it may be that three of the four physicians would not 
have to watch their telephones day and night, or at least on the 
weekends! ¢ 

If the police of Wilmington were told that Doctor A will 
be available for emergency calls on the first weekend of the 
month, Doctor B on the second weekend, etc., then perhaps 
those doctors not on call might honestly relax a little more 
- and we all know that our physicians do need a little relaxation, 
as does everyone else.

No department head, board, com- 
mission, or individual will make a 
contract for or purchase any item in 
excess of the amount of $10 without 
first getting the approval of the 
town manager except in emergen- 
cies. This includes such routine pur- 
chases of gas and oil or sundry sup- 
plies which would total more than 
$10 in any one ordinary billing-per- 
iod. Failure to clear any of these 
items with the town manager will 
constitute no contract for payment 
by the town. The bill for such emer- 
gency expenditures must have at-| 
tached to it when it is presented for) 
inclusion in any warrant the rea- 
sons for the emergency expenditure | 
signed by the department head, | 
commission or individual responsible. 


No department head, board, com- 
mission or individual wil] hire or 
commit! the town for the possible 
hiring of any individual without first)
